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Curacao rules against PDVSA refinery emissions

WILLEMSTAD, May 
28 (Reuters) - A refinery 
on Curacao operated 
by Venezuela’s state oil 
company is damaging 
people’s health and must 
cut emissions or face multi¬ 
million dollar fines, a court 
on the Caribbean island 
ruled on Thursday. 

Judge Erik van Unen ruled 
in favor of 26 people and 
two bodies that brought 
a civil case against the 
320,000 barrel per day Isla 
refinery claiming excessive 
emissions of sulfur dioxide 
and particulates in the air 
had caused serious health 
problems. 

From 2010, exceeding a 


maximum yearly average 
sulphur Dioxide emission 
will cost the Venezuelan 
company, PDVSA, about 
$3 million. The refinery 
is permitted to exceed a 
particulate limit 18 times a 
year. Further violations will 
cost Isla $300,000 per day. 
PDVSA said Isla, which it 
leases from Curacao and is 
trying to buy, was not the 
only polluter on the island 
of 130,000 people located 
40 miles (60 km) off the 
Venezuelan coast. 

The company has not yet 
commented on the ruling 
but is expected to appeal. 
In the past PDVSA has said 
it would cost $1.5 billion 
to meet stricter emissions 


standards at the refinery. 

But Van Unen said in his 
ruling the company would 
need to invest just $100 
million to comply. 

In 2007, a Curacao court 
threatened to close Isla if 
it cannot meet emissions 
standards, citing a study 
estimating that 18 people 
die prematurely every 
year from contaminant 
exposure. 

Van Unen also took into 
account excessive flaring 
that sometimes runs for 
days and weeks. The 
amounts to be paid were 
decided with the serious 
health consequences and 
the earnings of PDVSA in 
mind, the judge stated. 
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PDVSA is under pressure 
to keep Isla running as it 
struggles with repeated 
outages at its own refineries 
in Venezuela. 

Gasoline from Isla is 
exported mainly to other 
Caribbean Nations and 
South America. 

Critics also say PDVSA, 
which has been in talks to 
buy the refinery for two 
years, provides few benefits 
to the island. 

Curacao took in less than 1 


percent of Isla’s 2007 sales 
of $5 billion, receiving a 
rent payment of less than 
$20 million and almost no 
taxes. 

Curacao became an affluent 
trading port in the Atlantic 
slave trade in the 17th and 
18th centuries. 

Now it is a territory of the 
Netherlands and draws 
tourists with its beaches, 
scuba diving and the Dutch 
colonial architecture of the 
capital, Willemstad.Q

Stock market soars in late-day rally

NEW YORK - Wall Street 
sealed the third month of 
its spring rally with a huge 
advance. The fourth month 
looks a little less certain. 
Stocks shot higher right 
before the closing bell Friday 
after fluctuating on a mix of 
economic data. Analysts said 
the surge was the work of 
short-sellers who had bet that 
stocks would fall and then had 
to rush to buy when those bets 
turned out to be wrong. 

A jump in commodities prices, 
which came on expectations 
that an improving economy 
will lift demand for raw 
materials, also fed the 
advance. 

Even though Wall Street 
ended May with a big win, 
it was the shakiest month of 
the spring rally that started 
in early March with the first 
signs that the economy’s slide 
was slowing. When trading 
resumes Monday, investors 
are expected to show more of 
their recent skepticism about 
how strong the recovery will 
be once the recession has 
ended. 

New worries are weighing on 
investors including climbing 
interest rates and a weaker 
dollar. Crude oil prices 
recently hit a six-month high 
above $66 a barrel, while the 
dollar on Friday sank to its 
lowest level in months against 
the euro and British pound. 
Some analysts say these 
developments are simply the 
consequence of a recovery in 
the economy and the financial 
markets, but others warn these 
trends could threaten the 
economy’s health in the long-

term. 

Another more short-term 
obstacle is General Motors 
Corp.’s expected bankruptcy 
filing on Monday, the 
automaker’s restructuring 
deadline. 

The market has been factoring 
in the likelihood of a GM 
bankruptcy for months, but 
investors still are unsure 
what the fallout might be 
for auto suppliers and other 
companies. 

“Technically, the market is 
looking quite good,” said 
Peter Cardillo, chief market 
economist at the brokerage 
house Avalon Partners Inc. 
“Although, I suspect we’ll 
probably stay within this 
trading range for another 
couple of weeks.” 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average rose 96.53, or 1.2 
percent, to 8,500.33. The 
Standard & Poor’s 500 index 
gained 12.31, or 1.4 percent, 
to 919.14, while the Nasdaq 
composite index rose 22.54, 
or 1.3 percent, to 1,774.33. 

All three indexes rose sharply 
for the week and, more 
importantly, had their third 
straight winning month. The 
Dow is up 4.1 percent for 
May, the S&P 500 index is up 
5.3 percent, and the Nasdaq is 
up 3.3 percent. 

Friday’s economic data 
prevented the market from 
finding a direction for much 
of the day. Commerce 
Department’s report on 
first-quarter gross domestic 
product showed the economy 
contracted at an annual rate 
of 5.7 percent, a bit more 
than analysts’ forecasts. 
Also, personal spending was 
revised lower. But the drop 


in GDP was smaller than the 
6.1 percent estimated last 
month, and the report showed 
corporate profits rising. 

The report “points to 
recovery,” Cardillo said. 
“And what you have here is a 
market that continues to look 
for recovery.” 

The Chicago-area purchasing 
executives monthly report 
of Midwest manufacturing 
activity showed a bigger 
decrease in May than in April. 
Analysts had anticipated 
a smaller contraction. The 
report is viewed as a precursor 
to the Institute for Supply 
Management ’ s national 
manufacturing index, due 
Monday. 

But helping counteract that 
disappointing report was the 
University of Michigan’s 
index of consumer sentiment, 
which showed a larger-than- 
expected increase in May. 
Another report earlier in the 
week suggested an upswing in 
consumer confidence, too. 
Government bonds rose, 
pushing down yields. 

The yield on the benchmark 
10-year Treasury note, which 
moves opposite its price, fell 
to 3.46 percent from 3.62 
percent late Thursday. 

The 10-year yield hit a six- 
month high of 3.75 percent on 
Wednesday. Spiking interest 
rates earlier this week stoked 
concerns about Americans’ 
ability to borrow and refinance 
mortgages. 

Oil prices have been jumping 
to six-month highs as the 
dollar tumbles. Fight, sweet 
crude rose $1.23 to settle at 
$66.31 a barrel on the New 
York Mercantile Exchange. 
Gold and silver prices rose as 
well. 

Rising commodities prices 
have driven some of the best 
performers in the stock market 
over the past month: Metal 
and coal producers, miners 
and pipelines. 

Technology stocks have also 
picked up in recent weeks. 
The weakening dollar is also 
drawing more investors, like 
Robert Pavlik of Banyan 
Partners EEC, to the stocks 
of multinational companies. 
Those companies can export 
more and earn higher overseas 
revenues when the dollar is 
down, he said. □

Oil hits6-month high above 
$66 on economic hopes

NEW YORK (Reuters) - Oil rose to a six-month high above 
$66 per barrel on Friday, marking its largest monthly percentage 
gain in more than a decade, after U.S., Japanese and Indian data 
suggested the economic downturn may be easing. 

Oil prices jumped around 30 percent this month, the largest 
monthly rise since March 1999, buoyed by expectations of a 
global economic recovery later this year, which helped push 
stock markets higher. 

U.S. crude oil for July delivery settled up $1.23 at $66.31, 
its highest settlement since November 4, after earlier hitting 
$66.47, the highest intraday trade since November 5. 

London Brent crude settled up $ 1.13 at $65.52, its highest settle 
since November 4. 

The dollar hit a five-month low against a basket of other 
currencies. A weak dollar makes oil cheaper for holders of other 
currencies and tends to support prices. 

Data on Friday showed Japanese industrial production rose 5.2 
percent in April on a monthly basis, and the government said it 
expected continued gains through June. 

U.S. growth data on Friday also reinforced the sense that the 
global economic slump might be abating. 

The Commerce Department said the world’s largest economy 
contracted slightly less than initially estimated in the first 
quarter, dropping at a 5.7 percent annual rate, rather than the 
6.1 percent fall published by the government last month. 

The revision was nevertheless below market expectations for a 
5.5 percent contraction for the January-March quarter. 

India’s economy grew faster than expected in the first quarter, 
helped by strength in farm and services sectors. 

“Oil market participants’ conclusion that the worst of the 
recession has passed and a recovery in demand must be at hand 
was bolstered overnight by higher-than-expected first-quarter 
growth in India and a sharp jump in Japan’s April industrial 
production,” said Mike Fitzpatrick, vice president at MF Global 
in New York. 

U.S. INVENTORIES 

Another supportive influence was Thursday’s report by the U.S. 
Energy Information Administration on U.S. crude oil stocks, 
which fell 5.4 million barrels in the week to May 22, way above 
analysts’ expectations in a Reuters poll for a 700,000 barrel 
decline. 

Gasoline inventories also fell for the fifth week in a row as 
demand rose in the week preceding the Memorial Day holiday, 
which traditionally marks the start of the summer driving season 
in the United States. 

“The market has reacted to the headline figures,” said Harry 
Tchilinguirian, analyst at BNP Paribas in London. □

LONDON (AFP) - The dollar 
on Friday slumped to its lowest 
level versus the euro this year 
with the US currency losing 
its safe-haven status amid 
increasing signs of economic 
recovery, traders said. 

In London trade, the European 
single currency spiked to 
1.4106 dollars - the highest 
point since December 31 
— compared with 1.3943 
dollars late in New York on 
Thursday. 

Against the Japanese currency, 
the dollar fell to 96.34 yen 
from 96.77 yen late Thursday. 
Markets are looking ahead 
to US economic growth data 
due Friday, with analysts 
expecting gross domestic 
product to have fallen 5.5 
percent in the first quarter 
rather than an initial estimate 
of 6.1 percent. 

Data on Thursday showed 
an unexpectedly strong 1.9 
percent increase in US durable 
goods new orders in April and 
new US unemployment claims 
fell to 623,000 in the past 
week, a better reading than 
forecast by most analysts. 

The data “didn’t dent hopes of 
an economic recovery in the 
second half of the year,” said 
analysts at NAB Capital. 
Earlier Friday, dealers 
digested news that prices in 
the eurozone stagnated in May 
over one year for the first time 
since records began. 

The Eurostat estimate put 
12-month inflation in the 
eurozone — numbering 16 
nations since this year — at 
0.0 percent in May, the lowest 
point since 1996. 

IHS Global Insight analyst 
Howard Archer said the data 
coupled with the prospect of 
prices falling in the coming 
months on an annual basis 
may cause the European 
Central Bank (ECB) to cut 
interest rates to new lows. 
“The ECB has ample scope to 
keep interest rates down at 1.00 
percent for an extended period 
and to even cut them further 
should there be any faltering 
in the current mounting signs 
that the rate of eurozone 
economic contraction is 
slowing substantially,” said 


Archer. The yen meanwhile market expectations for an 


firmed against the dollar and 
euro on Friday after better- 
than-expected Japanese 
industrial data fanned hopes 
for an economic recovery, 
traders said. 

Japan’s industrial output in 
April jumped 5.2 percent from 
the previous month. It beat

Obama’s Idea of Justice

Creators Syndicate - Choosing Sonia Sotomayor as his first 
nominee to the United States Supreme Court will allow Barack 
Obama to prove three important things. As a politician, he is 
not afraid of a fight. As a constitutional lawyer, he is willing 
and able to defend his conception of that living document. 
And as president, he is prepared to brush aside the phony 
consensus of Washington’s gossipy elite. 

When battle commences over the nomination of Sotomayor, a 
judge currently serving on New York’s Second Circuit federal 
appeals court and a woman with working-class Puerto Rican 
roots in the Bronx, the president should welcome it, because 
he cannot lose politically. If he wins, as he almost certainly 
will, then he will have earned the gratitude of Hispanic voters 
across the country for putting their “first” on the nation’s 
highest bench. If somehow he loses to a Republican filibuster, 
then those same voters will surely inflict their wrath on his 
adversaries. 

Having chosen an affirmative-action candidate to chair the 
Republican National Committee (and another, years ago, to 
occupy a seat on the Supreme Court), GOP leaders could 
probably find a way to permit Sotomayor to ascend without 
mounting bitter, racially divisive opposition. A Republican 
president, George Herbert Walker Bush, originally nominated 
her to the federal bench, with support from the two New York 
senators at the time, hard-line conservative Alfonse D’Amato 
and Daniel Patrick Moynihan, no doctrinaire liberal. Among 
the conservatives who voted to seat her on the Second 
Circuit was Sen. Orrin Hatch of Utah, without significant 
opposition. 

But the same impulses that have long driven the Republican 
Party toward ethnic polarization and immigrant-bashing 
seem certain to infect its opposition to her — in ways that 
can only benefit the Democrats and Mr. Obama in elections 
to come. 

According to the conservative groups that will drive right-wing 
reaction to the Sotomayor choice, she is a “liberal activist.” 
Even if that were true, it is fair to ask why Obama should not 
exercise the same prerogative that allowed George W. Bush 
to choose justices who reflected his perspective. After all, she 
is considerably more moderate in her thinking and practice 
than Chief Justice John Roberts — and less “activist” than 
he has been so far, as outlined in a recent profile of the chief 
justice in The New Yorker.Q

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Phil Spector sentenced to 19 years to life

LOS ANGELES - Phil 
Spector was sentenced Friday 
to 19 years to life in prison 
for the murder of actress 
Lana Clarkson, who was 
shot through the mouth in the 
music producer’s home six 
years ago. 

Spector, 69, looked straight 
forward and showed no 
emotion as Superior Court 
Judge Larry Paul Fidler 


ordered a term of 15 years to 
life for second-degree murder 
plus four years for personal 
use of a gun. 

Clarkson’s mother, Donna, 
made a brief statement before 
sentencing, speaking of her 
daughter’s fine qualities, 
sense of humor, intelligence 
and dedication to her craft of 
acting. 

“I’m very proud of Lana, 
proud to be her mother,” 
Donna Clarkson said. She 


added, “No one should suffer 
the loss of a child.” 

The judge also ordered 
Spector to pay $16,811 in 
funeral expenses, $9,740 to a 
state victims’ restitution fund 
and other fees. 

Spector, dressed in his 
customary dark pinstripe 
suit with a red silk tie, was 
led away immediately. His 
attorney asked that he be 
transferred immediately from 
county jail to a state prison. It 
was not immediately known 
to which prison Spector would 
be assigned. 

Spector gained fame decades 
ago for what became known as 
the “Wall of Sound” recording 
technique that changed rock 
music. 

Clarkson was most famous as 
the star of Roger Corman’s 
1985 cult film classic 
“Barbarian Queen.” She was 
40 when she died. 

Spector’s young wife, who is 
in her late 20s, attended the 
sentencing. 

“This is a sad day for 
everybody involved,” 

Rachelle Spector said. “The 
Clarkson family has lost a 
daughter and a sister. I’ve lost 
my husband, my best friend. 
I feel that a grave injustice 
has been done and from this 
day forward I’m going to 
dedicate myself to proving 
my husband’s innocence.” 
Spector’s son Louis, 
accompanied by his wife, 
also came to the sentencing. 
He had attended much of the 
trial. 

“I’m torn about this,” he said. 
“I’m losing my father who 
is going to spend his life in 
jail. At the same time, justice 
is served.” Deputy District 
Attorney Alan Jackson said 
afterward that the outcome 
sent a message: “If you commit 
crimes against our citizens we 
will follow you and prosecute 
you. And no matter whether 
you are famous or wealthy, 
you will stand trial.” 

Asked how he felt about 
Spector personally, Jackson 
said, “I find nothing tragic 
about him. Everything he did 
was intentional.” 

Jackson said the case was 
“rock solid” legally and will 
not be subject to a successful 
appeal. Q

Obama setting up security 
for U.S. computers networks

WASHINGTON (AP) — The United States 
has failed for too long to adequately protect the 
security of its computer networks, President 
Barack Obama said Friday, announcing he will 
name a new cyber czar to press for action. 
Surrounded by a slew of government officials, 
aides and corporate executives, Obama said the 
U.S. has reached a “transformational moment” 
when computer networks are probed and 
attacked millions of times a day. 

“It’s now clear this cyber threat is one of the 
most serious economic and national security 
challenges we face as a nation,” Obama said, 
adding, “We’re not as prepared as we should 
be, as a government or as a country.” 

He said he will soon pick the person he wants 
to head a new White House office of cyber 
security, and that person will report to the 
National Security Council and the National 
Economic Council — a nod to his contention 
that the country’s economic prosperity depends 
on cybersecurity. 

While the coordinator’s exact title has not 
yet been decided, Obama addressed concerns 
that the person might not have the budgetary 
and policy-making authority needed to force 
change. 

The coordinator, he said, will have “regular 
access to me.” 


As many as a half dozen candidates — from 
the public and private sector — are being 
considered for the post, according to officials 
familiar with the discussions. 

Obama’s announcement comes as the Pentagon 
is poised to create a new cyber command to 
improve protection of military networks and 
coordinate its offensive and defensive cyber 
missions. 

Government officials have grown increasingly 
alarmed as U.S. computer networks are 
constantly assailed by attacks and scams, 
ranging from nuisance hacking to more 
nefarious probes and attacks, including 
suspicions of cyber espionage by other 
nations, such as China. Officials earlier this 
year revealed there was an attack against the 
electrical grid, and computers at the Pentagon 
were infected by a virus. 

Even the president was a victim. 

Obama said his presidential campaign’s own 
computer system was attacked last year, and 
hackers gained access to e-mails and filed, but 
not to contributors or financial information. 

“It was a powerful reminder: In this Information 
Age, one of your greatest strengths — in our 
case, our ability to communicate to a wide range 
of supporters through the Internet — could also 
be one of your greatest vulnerabilities,” said 
Obama.

lets employers hire foreign 
workers if they can’t first find 
American workers. The new 
regulation took effect on Jan. 
17, just days before President 
Barack Obama was sworn 
into office. 

Labor Secretary Hilda Solis 
had proposed suspending 
the regulation in March. 
The suspension restores the 
old regulations governing 
the program while officials 
craft new rules. Democrats 
cheered the move, saying the 
regulation cut oversight of 
the H-2A program and made 
it much easier for employers 
to hire foreign workers over 
available American workers. 
“I commend Labor Secretary 
Hilda Solis for suspending 
this destructive midnight 
regulation that slashed 


already low wages for farm 
workers,” said Rep. George 
Miller, D-Calif., chairman 
of the House Education and 
Labor Committee. 

As many as 1 million people 
work in the nation’s farms 
each year, and the Labor 
Department estimates that 
more than half are in the 
country illegally. Efforts to 
curb illegal immigration have 
left many growers concerned 
about facing fines for hiring 
undocumented workers. 

Farm owners have long 
criticized the H-2A 
guest worker program as 
cumbersome and inefficient. 
Suspension of the regulation 
may pose a problem for some 
growers who expected to 
have more guest workers to 
help out at harvest time.Q 


WASHINGTON - The 
Labor Department on Friday 
suspended a regulation 
adopted shortly before 
President George W. Bush 
left office that would have 
made it easier for farmers to 
bring in foreign workers.

Laying out a broad five- 
point plan, the president said 
the U.S. must provide the 
education required to keep 
pace with technology and 
attract and retain a cyber¬ 
savvy work force. He called 
for a new education campaign 
to raise public awareness of 
the challenges and threats 
related to cyber security. 

The newly interconnected 
world offers great promise, 
but it also presents significant 
peril, the president said, 


declaring: “Cyberspace is real, 
and so are the risks that comes 
with it.” 

He assured the business 
community, however, that the 
government will not dictate 
how private industry should 
tighten digital defenses. And 
he made it clear that the new 
cyber security effort will not 
involve any monitoring of 
private networks or individual 
e-mail accounts. 

The Internet, he said, should 
remain open and free. 
Corporate leaders and cyber 
experts, however, say they 


are concerned that the new 
coordinator will not wield 
enough power to force 
reluctant government agencies 
to put aside turf wars or dictate 
how they spend the millions 
of dollars the U.S. pours into 
its digital budgets. 

“I expect that a position that 
has a lesser role, that doesn’t 
have budget authority, that 
is reporting up through the 
NEC, would probably not 
result in the kinds of changes 
that really need to be made,” 
said Gene Spafford, computer 
security expert and professor 
at Purdue University, where 
candidate Obama first pledged 
last year to make cyber a 
priority. 

Obama said the coordinator 
will work with the Office of 
Management and Budget to 
ensure that agencies reflect the 
spending priorities needed. 
Overall, computer company 
executives and members of 
Congress hailed Obama’s 
announcement as a good 
first step, while warning 
that there is much hard 
work still to be done. 
“Because the private sector 
owns and operates the vast 
majority of our nation’s critical 
infrastructure, government 
and business have a shared 
responsibility to defend 
our networks,” said Ann 
Beauchesne, vice president of 
national security at the U.S.

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Obama: Sotomayor would have restated 2001 comment

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
President Barack Obama 
personally sought to deflect 
criticism Friday of Supreme 
Court nominee Sonia 
Sotomayor, who finds herself 
under intensifying scrutiny 
for saying in 2001 that a 
female Hispanic judge often 
would reach a better decision 
than a white male judge. 

“I’m sure she would have 
restated it,” Obama flatly 
told NBC News, without 
indicating how he knew that. 
The quote in question from 
Sotomayor has emerged as a 
rallying call for conservative 
critics who fear she will offer 
opinions from the bench based 
less on the rule of law and 
more on her life experience, 
ethnicity and sex. That issue 
is likely to play a central role 
in her Senate confirmation 
process. 

Obama also defended his 
nominee, saying her message 
was on target even if her exact 
wording was not. 

“I think that when she’s 
appearing before the 
Senate committee, in her 
confirmation process, I think 
all this nonsense that is being 
spewed out will be revealed 
for what it is,” Obama said 
in the broadcast interview, 
clearly aware of how ethnicity 
and gender issues are taking 
hold in the debate. 

The president’s damage 
control underscored how 
the White House is eager to 
stay on message as the battle 
picks up to define Sotomayor 
publicly. 

Obama’s top spokesman, 
Robert Gibbs, told reporters 
about Sotomayor: “I think 
she ’ d say that her word choice 
in 2001 was poor.” 

Gibbs, however, said he did 
not hear that from Sotomayor 
directly. He said he learned 
it from people who had 
talked to her, and he did not 
identify who those people 
were. Sotomayor herself has 
made no public statements 
since her nomination became 
official Tuesday and was not 
reachable for comment. 

A veteran federal judge, 
Sotomayor is poised to be 


the first Hispanic and the 
third woman to serve on the 
Supreme Court. 

She said in 2001: “I would 
hope that a wise Latina 
woman with the richness of 
her experiences would more 
often than not reach a better 
conclusion than a white male 
who hasn’t lived that life.” 
The remark was in the context 
her saying that “our gender 
and national origins may and 
will make a difference in our 
judging.” 

Sotomayor’s comments came 
in a lecture, titled “A Latina 
Judge’s Voice,” that she gave 
in 2001 at the law school of 
the University of California, 
Berkeley. 

After three days of suggesting 
that reporters and critics 
should not dwell on one 
sentence from a speech, the 
White House had a different 
message Friday. 

“If you look in the entire 
sweep of the essay that she 
wrote, what’s clear is that 
she was simply saying that 
her life experiences will give 
her information about the 
struggles and hardships that 
people are going through that 
will make her a good judge,” 
Obama said in the broadcast 
interview. 

Sotomayor appears headed for 
Senate confirmation, needing 
a majority vote in a chamber 
where his Democrats have 
59 of the 100 votes. Beyond 
the final vote, White House 
officials are pushing for a 
smooth confirmation, not one 
that bogs down them or their 
nominee. Obama also wants 
a strong win, not a slim one. 
Obama told NBC that part 
of the job of a Supreme 
Court justice is to stand in 
somebody else’s shoes and 
that Sotomayor will do that. 
“That breadth of experience, 
that knowledge of how the 
world works, is part of what 
we want for a justice who’s 
going be effective,” Obama 
said. More than one line in the 
2001 speech has helped drive 
the debate over Sotomayor’s 
judgment. 

She also said, for example: 
“Personal experiences affect 
the facts that judges choose 
to see.” 


“My hope is that I will 
take the good from my 
experiences and extrapolate 
them further into areas in 
which I am unfamiliar,” she 
said. “I simply do not know 
exactly what that difference 
will be in my judging. But 
I accept there will be some 
based on my gender and my 
Latina heritage.” 

At the time Sotomayor gave 
the speech, she was in the 
same job she is now, a federal 
appeals court judge. She 
said then she was reminded 
daily that her decisions 
affect people and that she 
owes them “complete 
vigilance in checking my 
assumptions, presumptions 
and perspectives.” 

“I willingly accept that we 
who judge must not deny the 
differences resulting from 
experience and heritage,” 
she added, “but attempt, 
as the Supreme Court 
suggests, continuously to 
judge when those opinions, 
sympathies and prejudices 


are appropriate.” 

In announcing Sotomayor 
as his choice, Obama said 
he wanted a judge who 
would “approach decisions 
without any particular 
ideology or agenda, but 
rather a commitment to 
impartial justice.” But he 


also called her life experience 
essential, saying she had 
an understanding of “how 
ordinary people live.” 

Next week, Sotomayor 
will begin face-to-face 
meetings with senators as the 
confirmation process begins 
to take shape.Q

Details of the suspension 
surfaced Friday as another 
Democrat who serves on 
the Murtha-chaired House 
Appropriations Subcommittee 
onDefense,Rep. Pete Visclosky 
of Indiana, was subpoenaed in 
a Justice Department criminal 
investigation involving a 
Washington-area lobbying 
firm with strong links to both 
Murtha and Visclosky. 

A federal grand jury 
subpoenaed records relating 
to a firm known as PMA 
Group from Visclosky’s 
congressional office, his 
campaign committees and 
from some of Visclosky’s 
employees. In recent months, 


FBI agents raided PMA and 
the suspended Pennsylvania 
firm, Kuchera Defense 
Systems Inc. 

During a brief news conference 
Friday at a Johnstown, Pa., 
trade show for defense 
contractors, Murtha turned 
aside questions about the 
suspension of Kuchera, a 
family-run business that has 
supported him with $60,000 
to his campaign and to his 
political action committee 
since 2002. 

Over the past two years, Murtha 
has secured $14.7 million 
in congressionally directed 
funds known as “earmarks” 
for Kuchera to perform work 
for the military, a tiny slice of 
Murtha’s earmarks overall. 
Asked about Kuchera’s 
troubles, Murtha said, “What’s 
that got to do with me? What 
do you think, I’m supposed 
to oversee these companies? 
That’s not my job. That’s the 
Defense Department’s job.” 
Murtha is chairman of one 
of the most powerful panels 


in Congress, the House 
Appropriations Subcommittee 
on Defense, where he has 
been a member for over two 
decades. Visclosky is the 
third-ranking Democrat. 

In remarks to defense 
contractors before the news 
conference, Murtha defended 
the much-maligned practice 
of congressional earmarking, 
saying that the money he 
directs pays for road and 
sewer improvements and 
improving water quality in the 
western Pennsylvania region. 
Murtha said the annual trade 
show helps promote economic 
development there. 

At the Pentagon, Navy 
spokesman Lt. Clay Doss 
said the Navy suspended 
Kuchera Defense Systems on 
April 23 for “alleged fraud,” 
including “multiple incidents” 
of incorrect charges, along 
with allegations of defective 
pricing and ethical violations. 
In a story May 17, the 
Pittsburgh Post-Gazette 
quoted a former Kuchera 


director of human resources 
as saying that the firm had 
moved employees to Kuchera 
Defense from another Kuchera 
entity, Kuchera Industries, 
in a personnel move that 
would have effectively raised 
the amount of overhead 
costs on Kuchera Defense’s 
government contracts, 

allowing the company to 
claim a higher reimbursement 
for its costs. 

Regarding Murtha and PMA, 
in the last two years alone, the 
congressman has directed $78 
million in earmarks to clients 
of PMA. A former staffer on 
Murtha’s subcommittee, Paul 
Magliocchetti, left Capitol 
Hill to start the lobbying firm 
in 1989, the same year Murtha 
became chairman of the 
subcommittee. A former chief 
of staff to Visclosky also went 
to work for PMA. 

From 2005 through 2007, 
more than one out of every 
five dollars Murtha collected 
in campaign contributions 
came from PMA lobbyists or 
their clients — over a million 
dollars in all, according to 


Associated Press 

Federal Election Commission 
records. 

The annual defense contractors ’ 
trade show in Johnstown, Pa., 
is in the heart of Murtha’s 
congressional district. This 
year, seven of the world’s 
largest defense contractors, 
who have been among 
the veteran Pennsylvania 
Democrat’s biggest campaign 
contributors over the years, 
helped bankroll the “Showcase 
for Commerce.” 

In a 15-month span ending 
March 31, employees of the 
seven defense contractors 
sponsoring the Johnstown 
show this week put over 
$200,000 into Murtha’s 
campaign account. 

The seven are Lockheed 
Martin Corp., the Boeing Co., 
BAE Systems PLC, Northrop 
Grumman Corp., General 
Dynamics Corp., Raytheon

Next Wednesday, Murtha has 
scheduled a fundraiser in a

But when paramedics 
arrived at the scene and 
cut through the bloodied 
clothes, the officers realized 
the man handcuffed and 
dying in the street was 
wearing a police academy 
T-shirt underneath his street 
clothes, and had a badge in 
his pocket. 

He was a rookie cop chasing 
down a thief who had just 
broken into his car. 

Now, police are trying to 
determine whether any 
disciplinary or legal action 
will be taken against 
the officer who fired or 
whether the victim, Omar 
J. Edwards, might not have 
followed proper procedure. 
The officer who fired and 
two others involved were 
placed on administrative 
duty duringthe investigation, 
and it is too early to say 
whether anyone was at fault, 
said police spokesman Paul 
Browne. 

“The matter is under 
investigation. I’m not going 
to characterize the shooting 
in any way,” he said Friday. 
The episode once again 
raised questions about 
whether the NYPD is too 
trigger-happy, especially 
when the targets are black. 
The officers are white; 
Edwards was black. 
Edwards left his shift early 
at the police housing bureau 
in Manhattan’s Harlem 
neighborhood Thursday 
around 10:30 p.m. local 
time when he noticed a man 
rummaging through his car 
along a darkened street. The 
man, Miguel Santiago, had 
used a metal spark plug to 
smash the window, police 
said. 

Edwards struggled with 
Santiago, who wriggled 
out of his shirt and took off 
running. Edwards pursued 
him with his 9 mm Smith 


& Wesson handgun drawn, 
witnesses told police. 
Meanwhile, Officer 

Andrew Dunton, a sergeant 
and another officer in an 
unmarked gray police car 
came upon the two men 
running. The officers were 
on routine patrol from the 
neighboring 25th Precinct 
anti-crime unit. 

Santiago, who ran past the 
officers, said later that he 
heard Dunton yell, “Police! 
Stop! Drop the gun!” 

That’s when Edwards, 
in front of the police car, 
turned toward the officers 
with his service weapon in 
hand, police said. Dunton 
fired six times from behind 
the passenger’s door; 
Edwards was hit in the 
left arm, hip and back. He 
died at the Harlem Hospital 
Center about an hour after 
the shooting. 

Though the official cause of 
death was a gunshot to the 
chest, the bullet that caused 
the fatal injury entered the 
left side of Edward’s back 
before hitting his heart 
and left lung, said medical 
examiner spokeswoman 
Ellen Borakove. It lodged 
in the front of his chest. 
Edwards did not fire his 
weapon, and Browne said 
that so far, no witnesses say 
he identified himself as an 
officer. 

The other two officers ran 
after Santiago and arrested 
him on charges of petit 
larceny and resisting arrest. 
He was briefly hospitalized 
Friday but was being held 
at the 25th Precinct, police 
said. He was apparently 
living at a shelter. 

Dunton, 30, has been an 
officer for four years. 

On Friday, lawmakers and 
residents debated whether 
race played in the shooting 
even as the NYPD is the 
most diverse it’s ever been. 
The Rev. A1 Sharpton, 


a prominent civil rights 
activist, said he got calls 
shortly after the shooting 
“from black officers who 
were at the precinct and 
were alarmed by the 
shooting of Omar Edwards.” 
Sharpton called for a federal 
investigation. 

“Can police investigate 
themselves fairly and 
impartially? It would seem 
very difficult at best and 
unlikely in fact,” he said. 
Police Co mm issioner 
Raymond Kelly was 
planning to meet with 
community leaders and 
concerned lawmakers 
during the weekend. 

The 2 5-year-old Edwards 
joined the department in 
July 2007, and his family 
said he always wanted to be 
a cop. 

“He was a wonderful, 
wonderful child from when 
he was small,” said his 
father, Ricardo Edwards. 
Omar Edwards lived in the 
Bedford-Stuyvesant section 
of Brooklyn with his new 
wife and two small children. 
He was assigned to the 
Impact Response Team, a 
roving team of officers that 
helps flood higher-crime 
areas with officers. 

Edwards also played 
defensive tackle for the 
NYPD football team last 
year but took this season off 
to get married. 

On Friday, purple and 
black bunting hung in front 
of the police station, and 
several vigils were held 
for the family. More were 
planned for the weekend. 
The NYPD changed its on- 
the-job training for June 
to cover confrontations 
between officers. 

The shooting recalled other 
cases of off-duty policemen 
being shot and killed by 
fellow officers.

The FBI has been looking 
to catch Ibrahim for decades 
and has recently increased 
its efforts to arrest him. In 
April, an FBI committee 
recommended Ibrahim be 
placed on agency’s list of 
most wanted terrorists. 

The FBI is also trying to tap 
a State Department reward 
program to boost the bounty 
for his capture to millions of 
dollars. Ibrahim’s real name is 
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Husayn al-Umari. 

Ibrahim has remained out 
of reach for decades while 
living in Baghdad. With the 
help of the Iraqi Intelligence 
Service, Ibrahim ran a much- 
feared terrorist organization 
called “15 May,” which was 
named for the date Israel was 
founded. 

Ibrahim, a devout Sunni 
who was born in Tripoli, is 
suspected of carrying out 
more than two dozen attacks 
on mainly American, Israeli 
and Jewish targets in a career 
that spans decades. 

The Iraqi government also 
used him to conduct terrorism 
operations against Syria and 
Iran. In his book, former 
CIA spy master Duane R. 
Clarridge wrote that Ibrahim 
had a “talent for constructing 
ingenious machines of death, 
such as refrigerator trucks 
whose cooling pipes were 
filled with liquid explosives.” 
He trained a slew of operatives 
in the art of bomb making 
whose expertise metastasized 
across the Middle East, 
including Mohammed Rashed 
and Abu Zyad. Rashed is 
behind bars at the Supermax 
maximum-security prison in 
Florence, Colo. He’s scheduled 
to be released in less than four 
years. 

Some still remain unaccounted 
for, like Zyad. 

Zyad, 60, who was bom in 


Bethlehem, assisted Ibrahim 
in Baghdad in the early 
1980s, according to CIA 
investigative notes obtained 
by The Associated Press. The 
notes say Zyad lived in Sudan 
for two years before leaving 
for Algiers, Algeria, in 1989. 
His current whereabouts are 
unknown. 

A former senior CIA official 
who was stationed in Baghdad 
after the Iraqi invasion in 
2003 said there were serious 
suspicions that Ibrahim had 
helped the insurgency. 

The official said Ibrahim had 
recently slipped into Lebanon 
through Syria after coalition 
forces began to increase efforts 
to drive insurgents out of the 
Mosul area and the Saladin 
Province in Iraq, where 
Ibrahim had been operating. 
The former CIA official, who 
spoke on the condition of 
anonymity because he still 
works in the Middle East, said 
that Ibrahim had also gone to 
Tripoli. 

Ibrahim’s second wife, Selma, 
is from Tripoli. 

“He’s got a lot of resources 
there,” the official said. 
Ibrahim’s family also has 
connections to the Badawi 
Palestinian refugee camp on 
the northern fringes of Tripoli, 
according to the CIA notes. 
The U.S. does not have 
an extradition treaty with 
Lebanon.^

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) 
— North Korea on Friday 
vowed to retaliate if punitive 
U.N. sanctions are imposed 
for its latest nuclear test, and 
U.S. officials said there are 
new signs Pyongyang may 
be planning more long-range 
missile launches. 

With tensions rising, the 
communist nation punctuated 
its barrage of rhetoric with yet 
another short-range missile 
launch — the sixth this week. 
Perhaps more significantly, 
officials in Washington 
said there are indications of 
increased activity at a site used 
to fire long-range missiles. 
The officials spoke on 
condition of anonymity 
because methods of gathering 
information about North 
Korea are sensitive. The 
officials also said an initial 
U.S. air sampling from near 
the underground test site was 
inconclusive. 

Officials said the initial 
analysis doesn’t prove the 
North successfully completed 
an atomic reaction. At least 
one more test is coming. 

South Korea’s Yonhap news 
agency said the latest test 
launch was a surface-to-air 
missile designed to defend 
against aircraft or other missile 
attacks. It said the missile was 
believed to be a modified 
version of the Russian SA-5. 
The nuclear test and flurry of 
missile launches, coupled with 
the rhetoric from Pyongyang 
that it won’t honor a 1953 
truce ending the fighting in 
the Korean War, have raised 
tensions in the region and 
heightened concerns that 
the North may provoke a 
skirmish along the border or 
off its western coast — the 
site of deadly clashes in 1999 
and 2002. 

But officials said the heavily 
fortified border remains calm 
and U.S. Defense Secretary 
Robert Gates said Washington 
does not see the situation as a 
crisis warranting any more 
troops to augment the 28,000 
U.S. forces already in South 
Korea. North Korea remained 
strident. 

“There is a limit to our 
patience,” its Foreign Ministry

said in a statement carried on 
the North’s official Korean 
Central News Agency. “The 
nuclear test conducted in our 
nation this time is the Earth’s 
2,054th nuclear test. The five 
permanent members of the 
U.N. Security Council have 
conducted 99.99 percent of 
the total nuclear tests.” 

North Korea said it conducted 
the test in self-defense. It has 
asserted the United States is 
planning a pre-emptive strike 
to oust the regime of leader 
Kim Jong II and warned it 
would not accept sanctions or 
other punitive measures being 
discussed by the Security 
Council. 

“If the U.N. Security Council 
makes a further provocation, it 
will be inevitable for us to take 
furtherself-defensemeasures,” 
the Foreign Ministry said. It 
reiterated that it no longer sees 


the truce as valid, but it has 
made that claim several times 
in the past. 

The draft of a U.N. resolution 
being negotiated in response 
to the North’s second nuclear 
test calls on all countries to 
immediately enforce sanctions 
imposed after the North’s first 
test in 2006. 

They include a partial arms 
embargo, a ban on luxury 
goods, and ship searches for 
illegal weapons or material. 
The sanctions have been 
sporadically implemented, 
with many of the 192 U.N. 
member states ignoring them. 
The partial draft, obtained 
Friday by The Associated 
Press after it first appeared 
on the Inner City Press Web 
site, would have the council 
condemn the North’s May 25 
nuclear test “in the strongest 
terms ... in flagrant violation 


and disregard” of the 2006 
resolution. 

A list of proposals was 
sent Wednesday to the five 
permanent veto-wielding 
council members — the 
United States, Russia, China, 
Britain and France — and the 
two countries most closely 
affected by the nuclear test, 
Japan and South Korea. 

North and South Korea 
technically remain at war 
because they signed a truce, 
not a peace treaty, in 1953. 
North Korea disputes the U.N.- 
drawn maritime border off its 
west coast and has positioned 
artillery guns along the west 
coast on its side of the border, 
Yonhap said. 

Experts say a new war would 
probably begin with artillery 
and missiles capable of hitting 
Seoul with little or no warning, 
followed by an attempt to 


invade the capital before the 
South could respond. Civilian 
and military destruction 
would be great, with many 
casualties, even if the North 
did not use nuclear weapons, 
although the consensus U.S. 
view is that the South would 
prevail. 

From the South Korean 
island of Yeonpyeong, about 
a dozen Chinese ships could 
be seen pulling out of a North 
Korean port and heading 
elsewhere, possibly to avoid 
any skirmishes. 

Yonhap reported that more 
than 280 Chinese fishing 
vessels were in the area earlier 
this week, but the number is 
now about 140. It was not 
clear if the Chinese vessels, 
in the area for the crabbing 
season, were told by the North 
to leave or if they did so on 
their own. 

“For now, it seems quiet,” said 
construction worker Lee Hae- 
un, 43. “But if North Korea 
provokes us with military 
power, I think our government 
should actively and firmly 
counteract it.” 

South Korean and U.S. troops 
facing North Korea raised 
their surveillance Thursday to 
its highest level since 2006, 
when the North first tested a 
nuclear device. 

A squadron of F-22 stealth 
fighters — the most advanced 
in the U.S. Air Force — were 
due to arrive Saturday on 
the southern Japan island of 
Okinawa, and Friday’s missile 
launch may have been the 
North’s attempt to show it has 
the means to shoot them down, 
or at least make any incursion 
into its airspace risky. 

Its other launches this week 
were of land-to-sea missiles, 
a warning that it can strike 
warships that come too close. 
The United States has 
repeatedly denied any 
intention to attack North 
Korea. 

In Washington, the Army’s top 
officer, Gen. George Casey, 
expressed confidence that the 
U.S. could fight a conventional 
war against North Korea if 
necessary, despite continuing 
conflicts elsewhere. 

Gates, en route to Singapore

KHARTOUM, Sudan (AP) 
— Fighting between rival 
Arab tribes in western Sudan’s 
oil-rich Kordofan region 
killed almost 250 people over 
two days earlier this week, 
including 75 policemen, 
Sudan’s interior minister said. 
Tribal clashes over cattle 
grazing and water rights is 
common across Sudan, but 
the violence has grown worse 
over the years with the number 
of arms left over from the two- 


decade long civil war between 
the north and the south that 
ended in 2005. 

The Messariah and Rezeigat 
tribes that clashed Tuesday 
and Wednesday straddle 
the border region between 
southern Kordofan and 
neighboring Darfur, where 
a separate conflict that has 
claimed 300,000 lives has 
raged for more than six years. 
Interior Minister Hamed 
Ibrahim told the Cabinet on 
Thursday that in addition to 
the police, 169 tribesman were 
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Sudan: Almost 250 people 
killed in tribal clashes 


killed in the fighting, including 
89 from the Messariah and 80 
from the Rezeigat. Calm has 
now returned to the area, he 
was quoted as saying by the 
state news agency. 

A previous round of fighting 
last year between the two 
tribes left over 70 from both 
sides dead, Messariah chief 
Babou Nimr Mukhtar told The 
Associated Press. 

Mukhtar said fighting began 
Tuesday when 2,000 Rezeigat 
gunmen on horseback and 
in trucks attacked his tribe. 
Police were deployed to the 
area to prevent the fighting but 
were attacked by the Rezeigat, 
he said. 

“Calm is restored. But there 
is no guarantee it will last,” 


said Mukhtar. He stressed 
that tribal chiefs, not security 
forces, were the only ones 
who could end the rivalry. 
Mukhtar said 109 people 
from his tribe were killed in 
the fighting, 20 more than 
the government indicated. 
The differences could not 
immediately be reconciled, 
and it was unclear if all 
the tribesman killed were 
gunmen. 

These clashes are separate 
from the war in Darfur 
between mostly ethnic African 
rebels and government forces 
and allied Arab militias. Many 
fear the Darfur conflict could 
spill over into neighboring 
Kordofan, exacerbating 

already rising violence. 


Separate tribal clashes in the 
country’s south over the last 
three months claimed the lives 
of some 900 people, mostly 
women and children. 

Hamid, the interior minister, 
said the government was 
investigating the cause of this 
week’s fighting and would 
bring the instigators to trial. 
Kouider Zerrouk, a spokesman 
for the U.N. in Sudan, called 
the clashes “very alarming” 
and said the organization was 
also investigating. 

Fighting in southern Kordofan 
is particularly concerning 
because it is contains some of 
Sudan’s largest oil resources 
and its borders are disputed by 
northern and southern officials 
in the government.Q 


Fire breaks out on Italian 
ferry, 500 evacuate 


ROME (AP) — Fire broke out Friday on an 
Italian ferry carrying more than 500 people 
to the island of Sicily, forcing all passengers 
to evacuate by lifeboat to another ferry and 
a coast guard vessel. 

The Vincenzo Florio ferry was traveling 
from the mainland port of Naples to 
Palermo, the Sicilian capital, when the fire 
erupted in its car hold as the boat came 
within 25 miles (40 kilometers) of its 
destination. 

The fire continued to rage as the ferry 
was towed toward Palermo, Sicily’s fire 
department said. 

The ferry’s 526 passengers were evacuated 
to the coast guard ship that came to the 
rescue and another ferry, said Palermo port 
official Cosimo Seminara. 

Some of the passengers were taken off 
on stretchers when the vessels arrived 
in Palermo. More than 50 were taken to 
hospital, mostly because of the effects of 
smoke and were soon released, officials 
said. Among them was a pregnant woman 
and two infants. 


Passenger Stefano Friscia said crew started 
knocking on the doors of cabins at 4 a.m. to 
tell passengers to get on deck quickly. 

“The smoke became darker and darker, it 
was hard to breathe, the whole ship filled 
with smoke and they ordered the lifeboats 
lowered,” he told Sky TG24. 

Most of the 35 crew members initially 
stayed on board to help put out the flames, 
but the captain later ordered a complete 
evacuation because the fire was spreading, 
said Roberto Ardizzone, a spokesman for 
Sicily’s firefighters. 

The cause of the fire was still being 
investigated. 

The ship, which belongs to the Italian ferry 
company Tirrenia di Navigazione SpA, 
was being towed to Palermo. 

Ardizzone said firefighters would have a 
better chance of stopping the blaze once 
the ship was in port. 

Sicily is a popular tourist destination in the 
Mediterranean Sea due to its sunny climate, 
popular beaches, the Mount Etna volcano 
and several World Heritage sites.□ 
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Indian Rights group says five Amazon tribes at extreme risk

LIMA, Peru (AP) — Five 
Amazon tribes are closer to 
extinction than any of the 
scores of other indigenous 
groups living in voluntary 
isolation worldwide, an Indian 
rights group said Friday. 
While loggers, ranchers and oil 
companies have encroached 
on their lands in the jungles 
of Peru, Brazil and Paraguay, 
those countries’ governments 
have failed to protect them, 
allowing outsiders to destroy 
their forests and expose them to 
unfamiliar diseases, London- 
based Survival International 
said in a report. 

Many tribe members are now 
fleeing illegal loggers in Peru 
for Brazil’s vaster jungles, 
said Jose Carlos Meirelles, 
a Brazilian government 
researcher in the Brazilian 
Amazon. 

Brazil’s government last year 
released photos of a dozen 
isolated Indians firing arrows 
at an airplane outside grass- 


thatched huts near Brazil’s 
Peruvian border. 

But top Peruvian officials 
have said there is no proof 
of any such tribes’ existence, 
with President Alan Garcia 
suggesting in a 2007 
newspaper column that they 
may have been invented by 
environmentalists opposed to 
Amazon oil drilling. 

Mayta Alatrista, head 
of Peru’s Indian Affairs 
office, acknowledged the 
tribes’ presence, but said a 
government investigation 
found no evidence of forced 
migrations. 

Peru has opened 75 percent 
of its Amazon territory for oil 
exploration, including on lands 
legally titled to Indians. Paris- 
based oil company Perenco 
SA plans to invest $1 billion 
by 2012 to drill in the remote 
jungle near Peru’s border with 
Ecuador, a region inhabited by 
isolated tribes. 

Thousands of Amazon Indians 
in Peru have blocked an oil 
pipeline and stalled transport

Colorado Rockies fired 
manager Clint Hurdle 
on Friday, less than two 
years after their incredible 
“Roctober” run to the World 
Series. He was replaced by 
bench coach Jim Tracy. 
Without reliable hitting, 
pitching or defense, the 
Rockies stumbled to an 18- 
28 start and were 1414 games 
behind Los Angeles in the 
National League West division 
heading into Friday’s action. 
Hurdle, who had been 
Colorado’s manager since 
replacing Buddy Bell three 
weeks into the 2002 season, 
had a 534-625 win-loss 
record. 

He led the Rockies to their 
one and only trip to the World 
Series in 2007, where they 
were swept by the Boston 
Red Sox. Tracy has a 562-572 
managerial record with the 
Los Angeles Dodgers (2001- 
05) and Pittsburgh Pirates 
(2006-07), with a division 
title in 2004. He joined the 
Rockies’ staff this winter at 
the behest of general manager 
Dan O’Dowd. 

Hurdle, who was in the final 
year of his contract, was 


hamstrung this season by the 
loss of his best hitter and his 
best pitcher as the Rockies 
got off to their second straight 
slow start, which affected 
attendance. 

Slugger Matt Holliday 
was traded to Oakland in 
November after refusing a 
contract extension, and ace 
Jeff Francis was lost for the 
season with shoulder surgery 
this spring — not that Hurdle 
ever used that as an excuse. 
Hurdle was never one to 
complain about the club’s 
cost-conscious ways, which 
likely helped earn him a 
longer leash from ownership

James had other plans. He 
picked up his first assist 
of the final period on 3- 
pointer by Williams and his 
second on a 3 by Gibson. 
Cleveland then turned to 
its superstar every time on 
offense, spreading the floor 
and forcing the Magic to 
defend him. 

He also had four rebounds 
and four assists in the final 
quarter. 

“The game is basically all 
LeBron, all the time,” said 
Orlando coach Stan Van 
Gundy, who was called for 
a technical in the second 
quarter. “If he gets in the 
paint, it’s automatically a 
foul. One of the things we 
have to do, we can’t keep 
putting him on the line 20 
times a game. We have to 
find a way to stop that.” 
Down 32-10 with 3:40 
left in the first quarter, the 
Magic started knocking 
down 3 s and outscored the 
Cavs 45-24 the remainder 
of the first half. 

The Magic, who made just 
eight 3 s after hitting 17 in 
Game 4, then opened the 
third with nine straight 
points as Turkoglu hit a 3- 
pointer and Orlando was 
within 94-93 after Turkoglu 
made three free throws 
with 4:46 left. James then 
whipped a pass to Gibson 


for a 3 to make it 97-93. 
Orlando missed on its next 
trip and James dropped 
a jump shot. Mickael 
Pietrus missed the next 
time down and James was 
able to foul out Howard, 
who smiled as he headed 
to the bench knowing he 
and his teammates are still 
in control of the series. □
